As a result of the review, it has been determined that the Army- 
originated records no longer warrant security classification protection and are partially releasable 
to you. A copy of the records are enclosed for your use. 


Information has been sanitized that would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy 
rights of the individuals concerned. This information is exempt from public disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 


The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General Mary A. Legere, Commanding, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army.
